Chief Carleton E. Davis, of the Bureau
of Water, todny announcsd that Philadel-
phia Is facing A further shortage of Its
water supply, the effects of which might
padlly assume the mont stupondous and
glgantic  proportions, The shortage In
eauned to a great extent by almast wanton
carclensnens and waste. It Is estimated
that almost 100,000,000 gallons of water are
wasted In Philadeiphia dally, nearly one-
third of the totnl supply.

The compulsory Installation of water
mueters. for certain classes of consumers,
will ba provided for In an ordinance to be
fnvenduced  In Counclls, This Ie recom-
fwended by the Water Bureau as & measure
Lo {revent waste, Under this regulation the
ity could determine In what cases the
metors should be Instalied.

Chief Davis depjored the masnitude of
tha wasts and ths parsonal discomfort. If
pot suffering, that It entalled In some sec-
tiona of the city. Under his direction a
mighty effort ia being made to have the
waste remedied and the danger forestalled.

This vast volume of water Is wasted,
Chisf Davis expluined, In factories, mills,
business, apartment and privats housss and
other places ‘Thare are at least 360,000
saparite establishrments (n this city and
spigots are left open, water Is allowed to
flow In some cases all night, fixtures leak
and through milllons of opwnings little drops
of water maks a mighty ocean of waste,

DANGER IN WATER BHORTAGE.

Direct or coming results of the shortage
and waste Chie! Davis mentlons as follows:

1. Great personal discomfort In certaln
sections of the city. Where the pressurs Is
Jow watar does not reach the mecond and
third floora,

2. The firs risk In greatly Increaned in
some sectionu

3. The pozaibility of apread of disease
through drains that are not washed out.

4. Tax rates will Jump If the wante Is not
stopped, ms neow waterworks and vast re-
pairs will be neceasary.

*The work of Inspecting from hounse to
house,” Chiaf Davie sald, "has been a fail-
Ure to & certain oxtent. In fact, it has
proved to be A Herculean task of the first
‘ordef. There are 380,000 separate establinh-
mants In this city, and it In almost impossi-
ble to make u thorough Inspection of the
~@ity, COne man cannot lnapect more than
$9 houses In & day and we have perhapa 40
men doing that work at present. In all,
however, two or three Inspections are neces.

PRESIDENT WILSON'S SPERCH.

Tha Presidemt's speech ta Congress fol-
lows

“Gentlemen of the Congress:

“I have come to you to seak your as-
slstance In dealing with a very grave situa-
tion which han arisen out of the demanda
of the employves of the rallronds engnged in
froight service that they be granted an
elght-hour warking day, safeguarded by
payment for an hour and & half of service
for every hour of work bevond the elght

“The matter has beoen ngltated for mors
than s yeur. The public has besn made fa-
millar with the demands of the men and
the arguments arged In favor of them, and
even more familiar with the objections of
the rallroads and thelr counter-demand that
coertain privileges now enjoyed hy thelr men
wnd certaln bases of puyment worked out
through many years of contest he recon-
sidersd, especially in thelr relation ta the
adoption of an eight-hour dny, The matter
came gome three weeks ago to o finil fssie
and resulted th & compléte deadlock between
the partles. The means provided by lnw for
the mediation of the controversy fnlled, and
the means of arbiteation for which the law
provides was rejected. The representatives
of the rallway executlves proposed that the
demunds of the men be submitted in thelr
entirety to arbitration, along with certaln
qitestions of roandjustment s to pny and
cond.tions of employment, which sesms to
them to be elther cloasly assocliated with
the demands or to exll for reconslderution
on thelr own marits; the men absolutely des
clined arbitrition, sspecinlly If any of thalr
established privileges weres by that means
to be drawn agnin In question,

FEARS NATIONAL CALAMITY.

“The law In the matter put no campulsion
upon them. The 400,000 men from whoam
the demands procesiled had voted ta sirike
if thelr demnands were refased; the strike
was Imminent; It has slnee been set for the
fourth of September next,..lt affects the
men who man the frelght tralns on priae-
tieally every rallway In the country.. The
frelght service throughout the Usalted States
must stand atill antll the'r placos are fllled,
If, Indeed, It should prove possible te AN
them at nil. Citles will hg ont off from thelr
tood supplles, the whele commerce of the
nation will be parsiyzed, men of svery sort
and ocenpatien will be thrown out of eme
ployment, countless thousands will in all
likithood be brought, it may be, to the very
point of atarvation, and a tragleal national
enlamity brought on, to be added ta the
other distresses of the time, becanse neo
basls of sccommeodation of settlement has
been found.

“Just as soon as It hecame evident that
medintion under the exisming law had falled
and that arbitration had been rendored im-
poesible by the attitudg of the men, I con-
sldered It my duty to Gonfer with the rep-
resentatives of both the rallways and the
brotherhoods, and mywelf offer mediation,
not as an arbitrator, but merely as spokes-
man of the nation, In the Interest of justice,
indeed aw a friend of both parties and not
as Judge, only am the reprosentative of one
hundred milllons of mnen, women and, chil-
dren who would pay the price, the In-
caleulable price of loms, and suffering
should thesa few men Insist upon approach.
Ing and concluding the matters In con-
troversy between them merely as employers
and employes rather than as patriotie clti-
sans of she Unlted States looking before
and after And accepting the larger respone
silhlnty which the public would put upon
them,

FAVORS EIOHT-HOUR DAY.

"It seemed to me, In consldering the sub-
Joct-matter of the controversy that the
whola spirit of the time and the preponders
ant evidence of recent economic experience
spoke for the elght-hour day. It has been
adjudged by the thought and experlence of
recent years a thing upon which soclety is
Justified In |neisting aa In the Interest of
health, eMelongy, contentment and a4 gen-
eral increase of economic vigor., The whole
presumpiion of modern experience would, It
neemed te me, be In its faver, whether
there was arbltration or not, and the de-
batable points te aeottle were those which
arose oul of the acceptance of the ealght-
hour day rather than those which affected
its  establishment, [, therefore, proposed
that ths elght-hour day be adopted by the
rallroad managements and put Into prace
tice for the present as a substitute for the
exinting 10-hour basis of pay and service;
that I should appoint, with the permission
of the Congrens, & small commliasion to ob-
serve the resulta of the change, carefully
studying the figures of the altered operat-
ing cost, not only, but also the conditlons
of labor under which the men worked and
the operation of thelr existing agreements
with the rallroads, with Instructions to re-
port the faots na they found them to the
Congress at the earliest possible day, but
without recommendation; and that, after
the facts had been thus disclosed, an ad-
justment should In some orderly manner be
sought of all the matters now left unad-
Justed between the rallroad managers and
tha men.

QUESTION OF ARBITRATION.

“*These proposals were exactly In line,
it 1s Interesting to note, with the position
taken by the Supreme Court of the United
States when appealed to to protect eertaln
litligants from the fnanclal losses which
they confidently expected If they should
submit to the regulation of their charges
and of their methods of service by publie
loglalation. The ocourt has held that It
would not undertake to form a judgment
upon forecasts, bul gould base its action
enly upen actual experience; that It must
be supplled with facts, not with ealoula-
tions and opinlons, however sclentifically
attempled. To underiake to arblirate the
quesiion of the adeption of an elght-hour
day Ia the Hght of resaltsa merely estl-
mated and predicted would be to uader-
taka an enterprise of conjecture, No wise
man could undertake or, if he did under-
take it, sould feel sssursd of his econclu-
sloas.

BROTHERHOODS ACCEPTED PLAN,

“The represcotatives of the hretherhowls
accepied the plan, but the represenisiives
of the rallronds declined te aecept . In
the face of what 1 camnol bub rogard as
the pracileal certalsiy thal thay wiil be
uliimately obliged te aceept the elght-hour
day by the concontraied action of ergnuived
laber, backed by the favorable judgment of
pocioty, the represcutatives of the rallwey
management have feli justified la declining
& praceful seltloment which weuld eagage
wll the farces of justice, public snd private,
en thelr side bo lake oare of Lhe eveal
They feir the hostile Influence of shippers,
who would be opposed te &n Increase of
frelght rates (for which, however, of course,
the public ltself would pay) ; they apparent-
ly feel no confidence that the Interstate
Commerce Commisalon could withstand the
ohjections that would bs made. They deo
not oare to rely upon the friendly assur-
ances of the Congress or the President.
They have thought It best that they should
be forced u‘:ll. If they must yield, not
by counsel, by the suffering of the

ronsequences In same respecis waras than
thoss of war, and that in the midet of

“1 yield te no man In fArm adherancs,
alike of ronvietlon and of purpass, te the
prineiple of arbliratlen In Industrial dis-
putea; but matlers have come (o & aundden
erfals In this particninre dlapute and the
ennntry had been eanght anprovided with
any peactieable means of enfarcing that
eanvietlon In practica (by whase Fanlt we
will nol Aaw stop ta Inauire).

EFFORTS FOR PEACE

"A sitestian had ta be met whose #le-
ments and Axed eanditions were Inidlsputs
able. The practical and patelotle course
1o pursins, as It seemed to me, was o
secure Immedinte peace by concading the
ane thing In the demands af the men whieh
soelety Haslf and any arbiirators wha régp-
resaniad pablle sentiment were most IHeely
te approve, and Immedintely lay the fonnda-
tlans ftor sscuring arbiteatlon with regard
ta everything slee Invalved. The event
hns confirmed that fudgment,

“I wak seeking (o compeise the present In
order to safegunrd the future, for T wished
an stmosphere of peace and friendly co«
aperation In whieh to take counsél with the
reprosenintives of the nation with regard to
the bhest means for providing-—so far as It
might prova poasible te provide against
the recurrence of such unhappy sttuatlons
In the future—the best nmil most practicatle
meéans of securing enlin and falr arbitration
of all industrin] dlsputes In tha davs 1o
gorme,  Thin ls fsnuredly the best way of
vindieating a principle — namely, having
falled to make cortain of ita abservance in
the present, to make cerinin of {tw ob-
servance In the future

“Daut I could only propase. 1 rould not
govern the will of others who tank an en-
tirely diferent view of the eircimstances
of the enne, who even refused to admit the
eirenmutances to be what they have turned
aut te be

“Maving foalled to bring the parties e
thils eritical controversy te an adfcommaodn-
tlon, therefare, T turn to yoau, desming It
clearly our dity as publle servants to leave
nothing undene that we ean do to anfes
gunrd the life and interests of the natlon.

PLANS FOR LEGINSLATION,

“Im the spirit of such « purposs, | earn-
extly recommend the following leglsiation:

“"First. Immedinte provislon for the ens
largement and adminisirative reorganizn-
tlon of the Interstats Commerce Commisalon
wlong the lines embadied In the Hill recontly
passed by the Honse of Hepresentatives and
now awalllng uctlon by the Kendte; in
oriler that the rommisslon may be enabled
te deal with the many great and varlons
dutios now davalving npon It with a prompt-
ness nnd thoroughuess which mee with Its
pressnt oconstitution and means of "sotion
practieally impossihle,

“Hecond. The estnblishment of an elght-
hour day as the lagal basis allke of work
wnd of wages In the employment of all rall-
road employes whe are nctually engnged in
the wark of opersting trains in Interstate
transporiation,

“Third, The aunthorlantion of the ap-
polntment by the Presldent by a small
hody of men to ohserve the aciual resulis
in experience of the adoption of the elght-
hour day In rallway transportstion allke
for the men and for the rallroads; Its
effects In the matter of operating costs. In
the mpplication of the existing practlcen
nnd agrecments to the new conditions and
in all other practicnl aspects, with the pro-
vislon that the investigators shall repert
thelr concluslons to the Congress at the
earllest poassible date, but without recom-
mendation as te legislative aetlon; In order
that the publie may learn from an une
proajudleed source Just what actual develop-
monts have ensaed.

INCREASE OF RATES,

“Fourth. Expliclt approval by the Con-
gress of the conslderation by the Inter-
state Commerce Commlsslon of an Inerense
af frelght rates to meet such additional
expenditures by the rallroads as may have
been rendered necesdnry by the adoption
of the elght-hour day and whieh have net
been offset by administrative readjustments
and economies, should the facts disclosed
Justify the Incremse.

“Fifth, An smendment of the existing
Federal statute which provides fer the med-
Intlen, eoncllistion and arblirstlon of such
controversles ms the present by adding te
It & provislon (hat o ease the methods of
asrommedation now provided for should fall,
s fall publie Investigation of the merits of
every such dlspuate shall be Instituted and
completed before m atrike or lock-out may
lawfully be attempted.

“And, slxth, the ledgment In the hands
af the executlve of the power, In case of
military necessity, to take control of such
portlons and such rolling stock of the rail-
ways of the country as may be required for
military use und to operate them for mill-
tary purposes, with authority to deaft inte
the military service of the United States
sach traln erew and adminlsteative offclnls
na the clreumstunces require for thelr safe
and efMelent use,

“This last suggestion T make because we
cannot In any elroumstance sulfer the nation
to be hampered In the essentinl matter of
nntlonal defense. At the present moment
elreumutances render this duty partleularly
obrious, Almost the entire milltary force
of the natlen is statloned upon the Mexican
border to guard our territory agninst hostile
ralds. It must be supplied, and steadily
supplied, with whatever It needs for Its
malntenance and eMelency. If It should be
neceasary for purposes of natlona! defense
te transfer any portlon of It upon shert
notice to neme other part of the country, for
ressons now unfarescen, ample menns of
transportation must be avallable, and avall-
able without delay. The power conferred
in this matter should be carefully and ex-
plicitly limited to cases of military necesnity,
but in all such cases It whould be elear and
ample.

INTERPRETATION OF LAW,

“T'here |8 only one thing we should do if
we are true champlons of arbitration, Wae
should make all arbitral awards judgments
by record of a court of law in order thut
their Interpretation and enforcement may
Ite, not with one of the parties to the arbi-
tration, but with sa Ilmpartial and author-
itative tribunal.

"Thesas things I urge upon you, not in
haste or irerely as a means of meeting a
present emergency, but as permanent and
necessary additions to the law of the land,
sugRested, Indeed, by cireumstances we had
hoped never to see, but imperative as well
as Just, If sych emergencies are to be pre-
vented In the future. I feel that no ex-
tended argument is needed 0 commaend
thein to your favorable considerafion. They
d pirate th Ives, The time and the
cocagion only glve emphasis to thelr lm-
pertance, We need them now and we shall
continue to mneed them.“

S-HOUR DAY NOT “SANCTIONED
BY SOCIETY,” RAIL HEADS SAY

Would Mean Confiscation of Proper-
ties, Executives Assert

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20 —Emphatically
taking lssue with Freasident Wilnon's declar-
atlon that the eight-hoyr day “has the sanc-
tlon of society,” the rallroad executives, In
& lengthy stalement thisa aflerncon, ex-
plained why they have refused to accept
President Wilson's offer of settiement.
They say that it would mesn conflscation of
thelr properiles. They then give the teat of
thelr counter-propoaition, t all of the
lasues be submitied to arbitration, they
recognizing the principles of the aight-hour
workday, but not on & ten-hour pay basis
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NATION.” SAYS PRESIDEN
IN PLEA TO CONGRESS TO AVERT RAILROAD STRIKE

‘the elght-hour day now tndoubtedly han
the sanction of the judgment of soclaty In
Ita favor' We bellove that soolsty has not
fecarded s jud it upan the subject.”

The statement than sets forth that the
difterences hetween the sighthour day In
tha rallway and business world has been
explained and nswerts thut the real purpose
of the brotherhoods in to “"mocomplish an
Inttense of wages of approximntely A5 por
cent for the men (n rallrond fretght teain
and vard service" as trustoss éor the public
and the 50 per cént of employes hot repre-
sorited In the brotherhoods & managers
wiy they cannot adeopt the proposition
which Involves $60.000,000 additlonal ane
nual expetise and would absolutelty harm
beyond ealeulation operntion of all rall
ronds.  The statement asmerts that all of
the pointe In disputs are so lmportant (that
they are “eminently sultable for the eslm
inventigntion and decision by the publie
through the agehoy of falk arbitration and
cannot ba dikposed of to the public's satis
factlon In any other manner. The state
ment then kives the compliste text of the
counter-proposi] ns already given to tha
pulbitte onofMoinily.

COMPULSORY MEDIATION LAW
IS BONDAGE, TRAINMEN SAY

WASHINGTON, Aum, 21%Hitter de-
nundintion of tha proposed compulsory
mediation Inw, modeled along Unos of the
Canndian Inw which President Wilson has
Inearporated In his leglslative program to
prevent the threatensd rallway strike, was
contained In n statement miven out today
by the four heads of the rallway brother-
hoods, Mesxrs. Stone. Carter, Qarretson und
Lee.  In part the statement saym:

"Sinee the ubolitlon of wlavery no more
effrctual means has bean devised for In-
wuring the bondage of tha working man
than the passige of compulsory Investls
gation acts of the churacter of the Canadinn
Industrial disputes net.  In 1910 tha men
upon 80 rallroads In eastorn territory pre-
gented demands for an Increase of wages.
The eompinies refused to deal concortedly
and It was tuken up with the (ndividua)
romds, Three of the properties swere
Catindinn, o negotiations took place In the
United Stutes and In Cannda, The negotla-
tions In the United States Included medintion
and arbitration. On  July 19 following
final settlement was made on all American
roads. On that date n strike took place on
the Grand Trunk, a Canadlan property,
This was due to delays which the employers
were ahle to interpose under the Canadian
law,

"Mareover, the period of Investigation
atornally s utilized by the employer to In-
trench himself In his effort to defeat the
demands of the men. In eonsequence of
this attitude disregard for the men and
ighoring the provislons of such laws has
led to placing thousands of men In the attl-
tude of Inwbreakers, as the passage of laws
which Induce men to open violation thereof
is a deadly injury to a natlon because It
broade universal contempt for the law.

“In the present ntrife, If such an act
were passed, all that would be necessary
would be for tho power of altorney to be
withdrawn from the natlonal conference
committes of managers by the Individual
roads and then Immediate necessity for 250
Investigating boards would be created, or,
iIf only m limited numbor were provided for
men would be compelled to remain for years
In Inveluntary servitude If they obeyed the
provisions of such a law."
